The General Assembly of the United Na- 
tions at its 16th session is to discuss again 
the Korean question as usual. 


In this connection, the Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs of the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea makes the following state- 
melt. 


The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea demands that since 
the Korean question has been placed on the 
agenda of the United Nations for discus- 
sion, the representatives of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea should take 
part in it. 
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The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea will not recognize 
any resolution to be adopted at the General 
Assembly of the United Nations in dis- 
regard of this just demand of the Korean 
people, without the participation and con- 
sent of the representatives of the Democra- 
tic People’s Republic of Korea and in con- 
travention of the interests of the Korean 
people. 

The entire Korean people will never tole- 
rate the aggressive manoeuvres the U.S. 
imperialists continue to perpetrate against 
Korea in gross violation of the United Na- 
tions Charter and its spirit. 


Statement of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 


At the meeting on December 13 of the 
First Committee of the United Nations 
General Assembly at its 16th session, the 
unjust resolution on the “conditional” parti- 
cipation of representatives of the Democra- 
tic People’s Republic of Korea in the dis- 
cussion of the Korean question was again 
forced through by the despicable man- 
oeuvre of the United States. 

It is an unjustified and shameful act en- 
tirely contrary to the principles of the 
United Nations to attach any “conditions” 
tu the participation of parties concerned in 
the discussion of any question at the Unit- 
ed Nations. 

fhe Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea has always re- 
spected and recognized the United Nations 
Charter designed for international peace 
and security and has never violated it. 

The main culprit is none other than the 
United States Government that has syste- 
matically and brazenly violated the United 
Nations Charter and has continually im- 
paired the authority of the United Nations. 

The Korean question, which is originally 
one of the questions subject to post-war 
settlement, is by no means a question to be 
discussed at the United Nations. 

The purpose of the United States Gov- 
ernment in taking the Korean question to 
the United Nations for the illegal discus- 
sion every year is to cover up with the 
United Nations emblem its criminal acts 
perpetrating aggression against Korea, ob- 
structing the peaceful unification of Korea 
and converting South Korea into a colony 
and military base. 

The fact that the United States has arbi- 
trarily had a representative of the unlawful 
South Korean military fascist regime take 
part in the discussion of the Korean ques- 
tion at the current United Nations session 
constitutes a still more flagrant defilement 
of the United Nations principles. 

The present military fascist regime in 
South Korea is nothing but a group of 
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frenzied military terrorists who, without 
any “legal” state apparatus and under 
rigid martial law, have completely wiped 
out even elementary norms of democracy 
and dissolved with bayonets all politica! 
parties and social organizations, and who 
harshly suppress the speech, arrest, im- 
prison and massacre patriots and innocent 
population at random, and run amuck in 
their desperate efforts for war preparations. 
Such a military fascist clique in South Ko- 
rea cannot represent anyone of the Korean 
people, and fundamentally it cannot even 
be.an object to be dealt with by the United 
Nations. 

It is also a mockery of the United Na- 
tions Charter that the United States speaks 
about “unification of Korea’ while continu- 
ing to station its aggressive troops in 
South Korea, exercising colonial rule over 
there and scheming to perpetuate the divi- 
sion of Korea. 

The question of the peaceful unification 
of Korea should be settled only by the Ko- 
reams themselves, compelling the U.S. tro- 
ops to withdraw from South Korea. 

The Korean people consider that the 
United Nations should no longer be abused 
by the U.S. imperialists as their tool of ag- 
gression against Korea. 

Without the participation of the repre- 
sentatives of the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea, any discussion of the Ko- 
rean question is only futile. 

Since the Korean question is discussed 
at the United Nations the representatives 
of the Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea must take part in it. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea will not recognize 
and will declare null and void any resolu- 
tion to be adopted by the United Nations 
General Assembly at its unilateral discus- 
sion of the Korean question without the 
participation and consent of the represen- 
tatives of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea. 
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Statement of the Spokesman 
of the Foreign Ministry of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 


On December 18, 1961, the Government 
of India launched a military action to libe- 
rate Goa, Daman and Diu, integral part of 
India’s territory, from the Portuguese colo- 
nial yoke and the battle has already been 
wound up with success. 

The Indian people have long fought for 
the return of Goa to India and the Govern- 
ment of India has exerted consistent efforts 
for the peaceful solution of this question. 

However, the Portuguese  colonialists, 
while claiming their “legitimate right” to 
Goa, had tried to turn the area into a new 
ageressive war base against the Asian 
people in defiance of the just demand of the 
Indian people. 

The recent step taken by the Government 
of India to liberate Goa was a just mea- 
sure reflecting the aspiration of the Indian 
people for territorial integrity and this was 
a telling blow to the colonialists. 

Today the imperialists led by the U.S. im- 
perialists are desperately trying to prolong 
the Portuguese colonial rule over Goa, open- 
ly opposing the righteous struggle of the 
Indian people. 

They plotted to achieve their aggressive 
aim by using the U.N. Security Council. 

All this fact strikingly shows once again 
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that the U.S. imperialists are the most vici- 
ous enemy of the Asian, African and Latin 
American peoples fighting for national in- 
dependence against colonialism, 

The U.S. imperialists who have occupied 
South Korea are hampering in every way 
the peaceful unification of Korea and are 
running wild in propping up their colonial 
foothold in the process of total breakdown 
all over the world and in provoking a new 
war. 

However, with no force can imperialism 
break the struggle of the oppressed people 
for freedom and liberation, and the world 
colonial system will certainly be liquidated 
onee and for all. 

The Korean people and the Government 
of the Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea fully support and encourage the just 
struggle of the Indian people for expelling 
the Portuguese colonialists and achieving 
territorial integrity. 

Goa must be restored to India uncondi- 
tionally and the intrigue of the imperialists 
against it must be checked at once. 

Should the imperialists persist in the ag- 
gressive manoeuvers against the Indian 
people, they will be unable to escape more 
powerful resistance and denunciation of 
the world people. 


Statement of the Spokesman 
of the Foreign Ministry of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 


On December 20, the United States forc- 


ed the 16th session of the United Nations 
General Assembly to discuss the Korean 
question arbitrarily without the participa- 
tion of representatives of the Democratic 


People’s Republic of Korea and pass ille- 
gally the “resolution” of the 15 nations 
which had participated in the aggressive 
war against Korea. 

This is another gross violation of the 
United Nations principles by the U.S. im- 
perialists. 


The “resolution” they have forced 
through is nothing but an aggressive docu- 
ment fabricated to continue to cover up 
with the U.N. emblem their aggressive acts 
perpetrating aggression on Korea, hamper- 
ing her peaceful unification and converting 
South Korea into a colony and military 
base. 

In connection with the illegal discussion 
ol the Korean question at the current ses- 
sion of the United Nations General Assem- 
bly, the Government of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea has repeatedly 
made its position clear through the State- 
ments of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
dated December 1 and 19 last and the 
Memorandum of the Government of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea dat- 
ed December 6. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea and the whole Ko- 
rear: people declare entirely null and void 
and categorically reject the ‘resolution’ .on 
the Korean question fabricated unilaterally 
at the United Nations General Assembly 
without the participation and consent of 
the representatives of the Democratic Peo- 


ple’s Republic of Korea and diametrically 
contrary to the principles of the United 
Nations. 
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How preposterous and unjust this “re- 
solution” of the U.S. imperialists is, is 
quite clear from the following facts alone. 

The “resolution” points out first of al! 
that it “reaffirms” all the “resolutions” on 
the Korean question the United States forc- 
ed through the United Nations from 1947 
up to 1959. 

All men of reason in the world can see 
well how brazen and unscrupulous this is. 

Where on earth is the Syngman Rhee 
puppet regime today which was iramed up 
by all the “United Nations resolutions” 
which the latest “resolution” ‘“reaffirms’’> 

Is it not true that the Syngman Rhee 
“regime,” which had been alleged to be a 
“representative form of government” manu- 
factured through “elections under U.N. 
supervision” so noisily advertised by the 
U.S. imperialists, was cursed by the Kore- 
an people as their sworn enemy and over- 
thrown by the bloody uprising of the South 
Korean people? 

Is it not true that Syngman Rhee who 
had been praised so much by U.S. imperial- 
ism as “Father of Korea” had to flee to the 
bosom of his master? 

It is thoroughly disclosed to the whole 
world that the so-called “elections under 
U.N. supervision” as advocated by the U.S. 
imperialists are, after all, a mere farce in 
which to concoct their colonial puppet re- 
gime by violence and fraudulence unde; 
threat of bayonets of their aggressive tro- 
ops, merely a mean to perpetuate the divi- 
sion of Korea. 


It is really outrageous to “reaffirm” now 
all the previous “resolutions” whose foul 
nature has been completely laid bare, in- 
stead of repealing them. 

Further, the latest “resolution” utters 
that “in accordance with the U.N. Charter, 
the United Nations... is empowered” to in- 
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“settlement of the Korean 
is an immeasurably 


terfere in the 
question.” This too 
brazen deception. 

Which provision of the U.N. Charter has 
ever stipulated that the Korean question 
can be discussed at the United Nations? 

There is no such provision. 

On the contrary, under Article 107 of the 
U.N. Charter the Korean question, which is 
one of the questions subject to post-war 
settlement, can by no means be discussed 
at the United Nations, and also under 
Article 2 Paragraph 7 of the U.N. Charter 
prohibiting any interference in the internal 
affairs of other countries, the Korean ques- 
ticn cannot be discussed at the United Na- 
tions, 

Nothing can conceal this stern fact. 
Nevertheless, after making all these false 
and deceptive utterances, the ‘resolution’ 
said that the “objectives of the United Na- 
tions in Korea are to bring about, by peace- 
ful method, the establishment of a unified, 
independent and democratic Korea under a 
representative form of government.” 


These reckless remarks are full of hypo- 
cricy, and it is also not difficult to prove 
how reckless they are. 

The whole situation in South Korea to- 
day glaringly substantiates the real mean- 
ing of what they call “representative form 
of government,” “peaceful method,” “unifi- 
cation,” “independence” and “democracy.” 

In South Korea where the ‘objectives oi 
the United Nations are being realised,” only 
an unprecedentedly frenzied fascist rule of 
terror prevails. 

The military fascist clique of South Ko- 
rea who came to power under the aegis of 
U.S. imperialism have, without any “iegal”’ 
state apparatus and under rigid martial 
law, completely wiped out even elementary 
norms of democracy, dissolved with bayo- 
nets all political parties and social organi- 
zations, harshly suppress the speech, ar- 
rest, imprison and massacre patriots and 
innocent population at random, and run a- 
muck in their desperate efforts for war 
preparations. 

How does this conform to the “objectives 
of the United Nations?” The U.S. imperial- 
ists claimed in the “resolution” that they 
want Korea to be unified by “peaceful 
method.” But, in South Korea, the U.S. im- 
perialists and their stooges, the South Ko- 
rean military fascist clique, sentence nume- 
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rous persons to severe punishment and 
death only because they have urged the 
peaceful unification of Korea and negotia- 
tion and intercourse between North and 
South Korea. 


The U.S. imperialists and their stooges 
are out to hamper the realization of the 
righteous proposals of the Government of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
on holding all-Korea free general elections 
by the Korean people themselves without 
any foreign interference. 


For fear lest the South Korean people 
suffering in the mire of difficulties of living 
should know directly the reality of North 
Korea which is prospering and developing 
day by day, the U.S. imperialists and their 
stooges bar even the exchange of letters 
between parents and children, brothers, hus- 
bands and wives, relatives and friends who 
live separated in the North and South. 


What the U.S. imperialists call the “elec- 
tions under U.N. supervision” or “a unified, 
independent and democratic Kerea” means, 
in essence, unilateral coercion and unifica- 
tion by force, and is designed to convert 
the whole of Korea into their colony and 
military base. That is self-evident. . 

The fact itself that the U.S. imperialists 
utter about the “unification of Korea,” 
while continually stationing their aggres- 
sive army in South Korea and carrying on 
harsh colonial rule there, exposes their true 
colours of aggressors. 

Today the occupation of South Korea by 
the U.S. imperialist aggressive army is the 
root cause of all misfortunes and sufferings 
of the South Korean people; it is the cause 
that intensifies tension in Korea, obstructs 
the peaceful unification of Korea and gra- 
vely threatens peace in the Far East. 

Unless the U.S. imperialist aggressive 
army withdraws from South Korea, the 
peaceful unification of Korea is impossible. 

But, in the latest “resolution,” the U.S. 
imperialists again expressed openly its in- 
tention of continuing to occupy South Ko- 
rea until their aggressive objectives in Ko- 
rea are completely attained. 

At the same time, it was decided to con- 
tinue to keep up that notorious “United Na- 
tions Commission for the Unification and 
Rehabilitation of Korea,” the aggressive 
tool! of manufacturing and maintaining 
their colonial ruling machine. 


knows well already about the 
shameful mission of the “United Nations 
Commission for the Unification and Re- 
habilitation of Korea,” which as a lackey 
of U.S. imperialism, spared no effort in ex- 
tolling and beautifying the Syngman Rhee 
“regime” while it was in power, and after 
its overthrow by the people, feverishly em- 
bellished the Chang Myun “regime”, and, 
now, has been trying hard to defend the 
military fascist regime since its emergence. 

The aggressive nature of the “resolu- 
tion” concocted by U.S. imperialism at the 
current United Nations General Assembly 
is beyond dispute. 

In short, the latest “resolution” is no 
more than a heinous manoeuvre of the 
United States and its followers aimed at 
imposing upon the Korean people under 
the pretext of the ‘United Nations resolu- 
tion” their aggressive intention which they 
could not realise even by perpetrating war 
against the Korean people. 

The Korean people will never tolerate 
this. 

The nature of the latest “United Naticns 
resolution” on the Korean question is also 
substantiated cleariy by the fact that the 
discussion itself of this question was con- 
dicted by a brigandish method. 

With a view to preventing representa- 
tives of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea from taking part in the discus- 
sion of the Korean question, the United Sta- 
tes even framed up an unprecedented, un- 
justified resolution on the “conditional” in- 
vitation, and  unhesitatingly committed 
suck insolent act as hurriedly forcing 
through the “resolution” even before other 
representatives finished their debates on 
this question. 


‘Everyone 
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Having committed aggressive acts a- 
gainst Korea abusing the signboard of the 
United Nations, the U.S. imperialists are 
now even afraid of the discussion of this 
question at the United Nations General As- 
sembly lest their true colours should be 
thoroughly exposed. 


All the machinations of the U.S. imperi- 
alists disclose still more vividly to the 
whole world that the main culprit is none 
other than the U.S. imperialist aggressors 
who commit aggressive acts in Korea and 
hinder the peaceful unification of Korea. 


The Korean people will resolutely frust- 
rate any aggressive manoeuvres of the 
U.S. imperialists and achieve the peaceful 
unification of the country by themselves 
without fail. 

The peaceful unification of Korea should 
be realized by the Korean people themsel- 
ves through all-Korea free elections on-a 
democratic basis without any foreign inter- 
ference. 


For the realization of the peaceful unifi- 
cation of Korea, the U.S. army and_ all 
other foreign troops should, first of all, be 
withdrawn from South Korea. | 

Today, there is no pretext, no ground 
whatsoever for the U.S. imperialist aggres- 
sive troops to remain in South Korea any 
longer. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea again strongly de- 
mands that the U.S. imperialist aggressive 
troops should be withdrawn from South 
Korea and the “United Nations Commis- 
sion for the Unification and Rehabilitation 


of Korea,” the aggressive tool of U.S. im- 


perialism, be dissolved without delay. 
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
